1. (Currently amended) A coolmg system for a fuel cell system cotrqprising: 
a circulation system including a circulation punip for circulating a coolant 

coolant consisting e ssentially of wat e r and glycol ; 

a fiiel cell connected to the circulation system so as to be cooled by the coolant; 

a heat exchanger connected to the circulation system so as to radiate heat from the 
coolani; and 

a filter connected to the circulation system and configured to remove an oxidation 
reaction product of th e glycol ftom flowing with t he coolant, the filter comprising mthenium 
supported on activated carbon.

4. (Previously presented) The cooling system of claim I , wherein: 

the filter coniprises a pair of connection ports communicating with the circulation system, a 
tubular main body, a pair of mesh members made of stainless steel, the mesh members being 
respectively disposed at the both ends and the inside of the tubular main body. 

5. (Original) The cooling system ofclaiml, wherein: 
the filter is disposed upstream of the circulation pump.

9. (Currently amended) A cooling method for a ftiel cell system comprising the steps of: 
circulating coolant consisting essentially of water and glycol through a fuel cell, a 

heat exchanger and a filter, wherein the filter con^nises ruthenium supported on activated 
carbon; and 

removing oxidation reaction product of the glycol from flowing with t he coolant by 
the filter. 

10. (Original) The cooling method of claim 9, wherein: 

the removing step comprises filtering the oxidation reaction product,
